Activities of the Elba 
Rescue Squad for the first 
quarter of 1970, January, 
February and March, is 
reported and as follows: 

In January they answer- 
ed twenty-two calis for a 
toal of 84.2 man hours 
spent and traveling 1,136 
miles, The type calls in- 
cluded three wrecks, 19 
transfer of patients, four 
to Montgomery and one to 
a Dothan hospital. The ex- 
pense of the January calls 
amounts $113.60 not includ- 
ing the men’s time, 

In February twenty-two 
calls were answered with 
83.1 man hours spent and 
traveling 730 miles, In the 
February calls were 4

member, or $1,600 for a 
family of four, States will 
be required to supplement 
this amount so that nofam- 
ily receives less than it now 
gets under welfare, 

A family of four with a 
father already earning less 
than $3,920 would receive 
a federal supplement to 
raise his total income to 
that level, But this is not 
all, Each four - person 
family receiving aid would 
be entitled to nearly $800 
in food stamps a year, in 
addition to cash payments, 
Everything is tax-free, of 
course, 

The bill supposedly re- 
quires working welfare 
fathers to register withthe 
public employment office 
for a better paying job, or 
for training that will im- 
prove their abilities, Yet, 
a father can refuse towork 
or take training, and while 
his payments will be cut 
off, payments to the rest of 
his family will continue, He 
can sit and rock, and the 
money will keep coming in, 

If the working welfare 
father cannot find a better 
paying job that is “‘suit- 
able,’’ he can still collect 
his payments, Infact, some 
Senators are already wor- 
ried that people on welfare 
roles will be force to take 
“undignified jobs,’’ 

Taxation is never men- 
tioned in the bill, but it 
might as well be, because 
that is what it is going to 
take to: pay for this great 

ve-away. The projected 
5 billion-dollar price tag 
on this legislation is only 
a start, Cries will soon be 
hear that the $1,600 guar- 
anteed minimum wage base 
is not enough for a family 
to live on, 

Each time the base is 
increased $100, it will cost 
the taxpayers another $400 
million - plus, because 
more people will be added 
to the welfare roles. And 
if experience with other

ed governor, All this is attract. 
ing a lot of attention and some 
are beginning to wonder if the 
bellowing of George Wallace is 
a cover-up for his own selfish 
ambitions, All this and a num- 
ber of other things are making 
people think, 

One real factor that is cost- 
ing George Wallace votes ishis 
saying he would not run for 
governor in Alabama and then 
after losing out in his bid for 
president came crawling back to 
the people of Alabama, Peo- 
ple had come to love Albert 
Brewer and when George Wal- 
lace announced that he would 
be a candidate for governor 
many were disappointed inhim, 
They had believed him when he 
said he would not run for any
